A few of the States only have passed laws prohibiting the forfeiture of lift 
insurance policies for the non-payment of premiums. Following is the te^c 
of all the non-forfeiture laws now on the statute books of the different sUtes 

CALIFORNIA. I 

Every contract or policy of insurance hereafter made by any person at 
corporation organized under the laws of this State, or under those of aa| 
other State or country, with and upon the life of a resident of this State, 
and delivered within this State, shall contain, unless specifically contracted 
between the insurer and the insured for tontine insurance or for other paid-J 
up insurance, a stipulation that when, after three full annual premiums shaSl. 
have been paid on such policy, it shall cease or become void solely by thej 
non-payment of any premium when due, its entire net reserve, by the Amcr-i 
ican Experience mortality, and interest at four and one-half per cent yearly,^ 
less any indebtedness to the company on such policy, shall be applied by 
such company as a single premium, at such company's published rates 
in force at the date of original policy, but at the age of the insured atj 
time of lapse, either to the purchase of non-participating term insurance! 
for the full amount insured by such policy, or upon the written application 
by the owner of such policy, and the surrender thereof to such companyl 
within three months from such non-payment of premium, to the purchase | 
of a non-participating paid-up policy, payable at the time the orig^inal policv 
would be payable if continued in force; both kinds of insurance to be 
subject to the conditions, except as to payment of premiums, as those of thei 
original policy. It may be provided, however, in such stipulation, that| 
no part of such term insurance shall be due or payable unless satisfactory 
proofs of death be furnished to the insuring company within one year after 
death, and that, if death shall occur within three years after such non-pay- 
ment of premium, and during such term of insurance, there shall be de- 
ducted from the amount payable the sum of all the premiums that would 
have become due on the original policy if it had continued in force. If 
the reserve on endowment policies be more than enough to purchase tem- 
porary insurance, as aforesaid, to the end of the endowment term, the excess 
shall be appplied to the purchase of pure endowment insurance, payable at 
the end of the term, if the insured be then living. If any life insurance cor- 
poration or company shall deliver to any person in this State a policy of in- 
surance upon the life of any person residing in this State, not in conformity 
with the provisions of this section, the right of such corporation or com- 
pany to transact business in this State shall thereupon and thereby cease 
and determine, and the Insurance Commissioner shall immediately revoke 
the certificate of such corporation or company authorizing it to do business 
in this State, and publish such revocation, daily, for the period of two 
weeks, in two daily newspapers, one published in the city of San Francisco, 
and the other in the city of Sacramento. — Law of 1880.

REBATE LAWS. 



'he following text of the various anti-discrimination laws, usually known 
anti-rebate laws; are the only ones thus far enacted by the different 
ates : 

COLORADO. 

Co life insurance company doing business in Colorado shall make or per- 
t any distinction or discrimination in favor of indivduals between insur-

The penalty for violation of this section shall be a fine of $250; and 
Superintendent of Insurance shall revoke the certificate of authoritj' of ;

Any person or corporation violating any provision of this act shall be fiij 
not less than $100 nor more than $500, and it is hereby made the duty of t 
Insurance Commissioner, on the conviction of any person acting as st 
agent, sub-agent, or broker, to revoke the certificate of authority issued, 
him at once, and no such certificate shall be thereafter issued to said o 
victed person by said Commissioner for the term of three years from 1 
date of such conviction.— Sees.

Whenever 
it shall appear to the satisfaction of the auditor, after a hearing held by hira 
upon due notice, that any company is issuing policies or making contracts 
that are either directly or indirectly a violation of this act he shall thereupon, 
with the approval of the Attorney-General, in writing, require said company 
and its officers and agents to refrain, within twenty days, from making or 
delivering any such policy or contract, and the making or delivering of any 
such policy or contract thereafter, shall render such company or person 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be subject upon conviction, before any 
court in this State, to a fine of not less than $100 nor more than $500. It is 
further made the duty of said auditor, in case of the failure of any company, 
or its officers or agents to comply with the said requirement within the 
twenty days, to publish a notice of the fact in some State newspaper once a 
— ^k for four weeks.— Anti-rebate Law, passed March, 1891. 
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WISCONSIN. 

No life insurance company doing business in the State of Wisconsin shall 
Bake or permit any distinction or discrimination in favor of individuals, 
^tween insurants of the same class and equal expectation of life, in the 
tinount or payment of premiums, or rates charged for policies of life or 
endowment insurance, or in the dividends or other benefits payable thereon, 
pr in any other of the terms and conditions of the contract it makes; nor 
^all any such company, or any agent thereof, make any contract of insur- 
,ce, or agreement as to such contract, other than as plainly expressed in 
le policy issued thereon; nor shall any such company or agent pay or 
low, or offer to pay or allow, as inducements to insurance, any rebate of 
emium payable on the policy, or any special favor or advantage in the 
lividends or other benefits to occur thereon, or any valuable consideration 
inducement whatever, not specified in the policy contract of insurance. 
Whenever it shall appear to the satisfaction of the Insurance Commis- 
Boner, after a hearing held by him upon due notice, that any agent, sub- 
^ent, broker or solicitor has, directly or indirectly, violated the provisions 
pi this act, the said Insurance Commissioner shall thereupon revoke the 
certificate of authority of said agent, sub-agent, broker or solicitor to trans- 
act business in this State; and no other certificate shall thereafter be issued 
to said person for a term of three years from the date of said revocation. 
' This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its passage and 
publication, and shall apply to all policies of life insurance companies 
jwritten or issued by them in this State after this act takes effect. — Sees. 1, 
% 3, chap. 267, laws of 1891. 



i WYOMING. 

Section 1. No life insurance company doing busines in this State shall 
l&ake or permit any distinction or discrimination in favor of individuals of 
.the same class and equal expectations of life, in the amount or payment of 
'premiums, or rate charged for policies of life or endowment insurance, or 
in the dividends or other benefits payable thereon, or in any other of the 
contracts of insurance it makes, nor shall any such company, or agent 
thereof, make any contract of insurance or of agreement as to such contract 
other than as is plainly expressed in the policy issued thereon, nor shall any 
'such company pay or allow, or offer to pay or allow, as inducements to any 
person to insure his life or that of any others, any rebate of premium pay* 
able on the policy, or any special favor or advantage whatever in the divi- 
dends, or other benefits to accrue thereon, or any valuable consideration or 
inducement whatever specified in the policy contract of insurance. 

Section 2. It shall not be lawful for any life insurance comoany doing 
business in this State, or its representatives to procure for any person seek- 
ing life insurance, a State auditor's certificate for the purpose of allowing to 
such person a rebate. 

Section 3. Any life insurance company, its agent or agents violating this 
act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof the 
offender or offenders shall be sentenced to pay a fine of five hundred dollars 
on each and every violation, when the amount of insurance is twenty-five 
thousand dollars or less, and for every additional twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars or less of insurance, there shall be an additional penalty of five hun- 
dred dollars to be recovered by action in the name of the State, and on 
collection it shall be paid in to the county treasury for the benefit of the 
common school fund in the county where the offense was committed, and 
said offender or offenders shall be prohibited from doing business in this 
State until such fine is paid. 

Section 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.— An act to Prevent Discrimination in Life Insurance, approved
